Canadian  dMoent,  the  fonner  prevailing  more  at  the 

station.  Kngliah  emimnU-eome  from  the  island  of

JBngland  itself— have  come  out  and  setUed  for  the 
J)urpose  of  carrying  on  the  fisheries.

The  ood-fishenes,  however,  are  the  support  of  the 

maionty  of  Che  people,  and  if  these  fidl,  mivatian  and 
■ufTenng  are  pretty  sure  to  ensue.  The  people  Uve 
along  the  shore-soften  on  tfce  islands  sldrtiniri<^in 
summer  so  as  to  cany  on  tteir  fisheries,  anTin  win- 
tor  move  to  more  sheltered  lotions  up  the  rivere  or 
Days,  where  fuel  can  be  more  easily  obtained  and 
some  proiecUon  can  be  found  from  the  severe  storma 
and  cold.  The  houses  are  built  of  logs  sawed  in  two 
and  pkoed  upright,  with  the  rough  side  out  These 
form  Je  w^ls ;  the  roof  is  of  smi&er  sticUor  of  pZ

thai  they  do  not  give  much  Attention  to  •grioulture. 
Very  little,  of  oourae,  can  be  raised  in  euoh  a  climate  ; 
potatoes  and  tumipe  are  almost  the  only  vegetables 
that  it  is  profitable  to  attempt  The  latter  are  very 
|food,  and  on  some  of  the  islands  equal  to  any  raised 
in  Oanada.  The  former  are  more  apt  to  be  small  and 
watery.  Quite  p  considerable  amount  of  grass  is 
found  on  some  of  the  islands,  so  that  a  few  domestic 
animals  can  be  kept  and  are  kept  by  a  few  fiuniliea. 

The  fishing-season  commences  usually  about  the 
middle  of  June.  In  a  good  season,  the  men  are  out 
in  their  boats  at  one  and  two  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  the  salting  and  "  putUi^  away  "  their  fish,  keep 
them  up  till  late  at  night  Yewels  come  fix>m  Nova 
Scotia,  Newfoundland  and  the  United  States  to  en- 
gage in  the  fishery.  The  fish  taken  by  the  people, 
after  being  cured,  ai«  disposed  of  to  the  tUMung 
vessds  from  Halilkx  and  Quebec  for  provisions  an3 
clothing.  About  Oct  1,  they  prepare  to  move  into 
winter-quaHpi^  They  bring  down  their  rafts  of  wood 
for  winter  lie^  from  the  interior,  whero  it  was  cut  the 
previous  winter,  and  make  all  ready  for  the  ap- 
proaching cold  weather.  ^3now  does  not  often  come 
-^to  remain  -much  earlier  than  in  Canada.  The  bays 
begin  to  freese  about  Dec.  1,  but  owing  to  the  aotion 
of  winds  and  tide  they  are  not  usually  f  fiut "  till  just 
before  Christmas.  The  Komatik  now  begins  to  come 
into  use.  This  is  the  £squimaux  name  for  the  dog- 
sledge,  (accent  the  1st  syllable.)  This  sledge  is  long, 
low,  and  narrow,  all  the  parts  lashed  together  wim 
deer-sinewB,  shod  with  whalebone,  and  when  women 
or  children  ride,  they  have  a  box  ikstened  on  filled  with 
beds  and  qiults.  To  this  dogs  are  harnessed  by  twos, 
to  the  numfow  of  six  or  eight,  with  oUeas  leader;  the 
long  traces  of  seal-nkin  b^  which  they  are  K^wMiImd, 
brinff  the  head  dog  sometunes  to  the  distance  of  forty 
feet  from  the  sledM,  but  not  too  for  to  be  reached  by 
the  Imiff  Mtl-akm  whip.  No  reins  are  used,  the 
aiiiaiatolbeing  guided  simply  by  the  Esquimaux  words

A  of  oomiDADd.  When  the  ice  fi  emooth,  and  they  get 
their  Mal-meat  mtioiui  onoe  in  two  cUyi,  they  will 
travel  long  distanoee  as  iket  m  an  ordinary  hone.  The 
winters  in  Labrador  are  not  so  cold  m  is  commonly 
supposed.  The  coldest  weather  indicated  by  the  Mis- 
sion  thermometer  was  S6^  below  aero ;  this  only  once, 
though  80<»  and  81^  below  have  been  noticed  two  or 
three  times  in  the  course  of  one  winter.  The  severest 
weather  ftU  is  when  the  mercury  stands  at  from  Z^ 
to  10<*  below  with  a  fierce  gale  blowing.  The  ice 
does  not  entirely  break  up  until  towards  the  last  of 
May,  though  it  has  been  known  to  remain  until  the 
XtCtk  of  June.  The  spring  weather,  however,  is  usually 
fine  and  mild.  The  summer  weather  is  pretfy  uniform^ 
the  air  healthful  and  bracing,  Uie  mercuiy  rarely  rising 
above  70^.  Fogs  sometimes  prevail,  but  the  climate 
is,  on  the  whole,  favorable  to  health  and  to  the  restora- 
tion of  health  in  invalids. 

The  religious  condition  of  the  people  at  the  time 

the  Mission  was  started,  was  deplorable.    Rev.  C.  C. 

CSarpenter,  the  pioneer  missioiiary  on   the  ground, 

writes  thus  of  them,  after  a  tour  of  investigation  in 

1858 :— "  The  original  emigrants  usually  brought  with 

them  ftom  their  several  fiktherlands,  an  indistinci 

knowledge  of,  and  attachment  to  some  name  and /orm 

of  religion.    Tp  these  prodivitles  the  present  popula> 

tion  generally  adhere;  but  this  adherence  is  merely 

nominal,  and,  I  fear,  in  most  instances,  mioonneoted 

with  anything  of  the  spirit  or  practice,  as  it  is  with 

the  true  knowledfle  of  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 

As  to  morality,  idthough,  for  obvious  reasons,  theft 

and  murder  are  almost  unknown,  profimity  and  in- 

tempefance  are  very  common.    The  Sabbath  is  un- 

'cUs^iguished  from  other  days^  except  by  a  discon- 

tinuaoce  from  ordinary  labor,  and  the  spending  of  its 

hours  in  recreation  and   visiting;  while  the  most 

flagrant  violatiims  of  the  sevenlh  oommanda^Nit  are 

Unpunished  and  unrebuked.    For  the  refdmition  of 

these  vices,  and  the  recovery  of  the  people  to  Christy 
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thtore  are  no  adeouale  influenoM  4t  work.  The  Bishop 
of  NewfoundlADd  hM  two  or  three  timet  yiiited  that 
part  of  the  shore  bordering  upon  the  northern  part 
of  the  straits,  and  on  such  oooasions  addressed  the 
people  from  his  racht  He  has  established  two 
ohurohes,  one  at  Fokeau.  at  the  narrowest  point  in 
the  '^straits,  and  one  at  Battle  Harbor,  onflhundied 
miles  to  the  northward,  quite  ont  ot  the  straits.  At 
both  these  places  there  are  generally  stationed  rwident 
ministers  of  the  English  Church.  [None  at  Forteaa 
since  1869.]  The  iucumbent  at  Forteau  makes  an 
annual  risit  to  the  different  settlements  in  his  parish, 

Snerallv  readingr  prayem.  and  baptiiing  all  the  un- 
ptixed,  but  seldom  extending  his  ^ps  to  the  west- 
ward of  Bradore.  Roman  priests  flrom  Quebec  and 
H%  John's,  also  make  annual  tours  along  those  parts 
of  the  coasts  belonging  to  their  respectiye  countries, 
and  the  influence  or  their  instructions  and  ceremonies 
is  much  the  same  as  in  all  papal  countries." 

Such  is  a  general  outnne  of  the  ccast.-— its  in- 
habitants, climate,  customs,  ice.,  and  their  condition 
at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  Mission  work 
among  them. 

HOW  THE  MISSION  ORIGIM^TED. 

In  the  summer  of  1856.  Kr.  Oharles  C.  Gbrpenter. 
A  student  of  the  Kimball  Union  Academy,  Meriden, 
N.  H.,  made  a  trip  to  Labrador  in  a  Newburyport 
fifthing  schooner,  on  account  of  his  health,  deehig 
their  destituUon,  he  endeavored  as  a  Christian  worker 
to  do  what  he  could  for  their  benefit.  Bmng  earnestly 
besought  by  some  of  the  people  to  8end.them  tteohen 
and  spiritual  guides,  he  endeavored  on  his  letom 
home  to  do  sojnething  •  in  the  wky  of  interestiBg 
churches  and  Christians  in  the  needs  of  Labrador.. 
He  Applied  to  the  American  Board  in  Boston  to  see 
if  tw  would  send  out  a  misnonaiy.  This  field,  how- 
tfW^ly  beyond  the  range  of  their  operations,  and 
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Daring  tills  winter,  the  qaeftUon  cttme  up  of  trans- 
fening  the  Minion  to  sfMae^^tlier  society  who  might 
be  loond  willi|ig  to  take  it.  No  peimanent  Uboter 
eoaU  he  fonn^  S>r  the  place,  and  it  waa  with  difficulty 
that  the  Miaiion  was  snstained.  IGs^onwies  of  the 
Bn^ah  Chmeh  had  been  hiboring  on  the  coasts — 
nrincipaUy  the  western  pairt^--^or  some  yearn ;  and  it 
was  thoa&t  4hat  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  transfer 
the  Mii^n  to  some  society  of  that  cteeh.  Ns^o- 
ttatioiis  were  opoied  with  the  Bitko/p^  Quebec,  and 
in  the  sommer  W7S,  Hi.  Bol^nson  went  down  to  the

After  being  two  winters  without  regular  Mstoidi 
overnffH  there  was  need  oi  spending  mii£^time 
and  labor  upon  the  people,  befoie  much  result  ooold 
be  Qfiani^BBt.

Montreal.  Mr.  Carpenter  wrote  to  Rev.  Dr.  Wilkes 
of  that  city,  and  amr  some  correspondence,  it  was 
found  that  the  Canada  Foreign  Missionary  Society 

^  was'willing  to  undertake  the  work;  they  suggested^ 
that  Mr.  Carpenter  should  make  a  tour  of  investiga- 
tion along  the  coast,  with  a  view  of  examining  more 
fully  into  the  needs  of  the  people,  uid  estamishing 
a  mission  at  the  most  practicable  point.  He  did  so 
in  the  summer  df  1858^  trav^ing  some  two  hundred 

.  miles  of  the  coast,  making  Henley  Harbor  Just  abreast 
of  Belle-Isle,  his  eastern  terminus.  I^m  this  tour  he 
gained  a  clearer  insight  into  the  wants  of  the  people 
and  was  able  to  do  a  good  deal  of  miraionaiy  work 
at  the  various  Jiarbors,  aad  also  among^  the  vessels 
laxge  numbers  of  tracts  books,  and  papers  were 
diateibuted.  After  his  retuin  he  gave  in  a  report  to 
tha  Committee  at  Moafcreal.  The  best  place  for 
locating  the  Mission  was  judged  to  be  Caribou 
Idand,  fronting  Salmon  Ihiy,  the  andioring  ground 
of  the  American  fishing-fleet,  and  but  three  miles  from 
Bonne  Esperance,  where  the  Nova  Scotia  "fleet  were 
in  the  habit  of  anchoiinff.  This  waa  to  be  the 
summer  station,  where  woml  could  bcr  carried  on  both 
among  seamen  and  shoremen  while  they  were  at 
their  summer  homes.  It  was  found  afterwaid, 
however,  that  a  winter  station  would  be  needed,  both 
Ibr  comlort^  and  as  a  meana  of  cdleoting  the  pe(^le 
into  one  aetUement  for  the  winter.

Owinff  to  the  impoBubility  of  finishinff  a  winter 
houae  atEequimaux  River,  on  account  of  the  delay  in 
commencing  work  upon  it,  the  missionaries  concluded 
to  spend  weir  first  winter  in  Labrador  in  their 
summer-house,  which,  though  unfinished,  could  be 
made  habitable,  ^ough  not  very  comfortable- 
Happily  the  winter  was  not  so  severe  as  some  sub- 
sequent ones  have  been,  and  the  missionaries,  with 
the  ten  children  they  had  taken  as  boarding  scholars, 
managed^ pass  the  winter  without  much  sufiering. 
Spring  brought  the  p^ple,  what  was  rather  unusual 
— a  Uurge  catch  of  sesli  on  the  ice.  Aoeordinff  to  Mr. 
Owpenter^s  account,  the  ice  everywhere  for  miles 
seemed  alive  with  them.  ^  But  this  was  only  for  a 
day  or  two,  and  the  ice  drifted  off. 

llie  wodc  amonff  the  sailors  hegfik  to  grow  more 
interesting  about  this  time.  The  visits  mj^e  to  the 
vessels  in  the  harbors,  tiie  attendanceofChnstian  sail- 
on  at  the  prayer-meetinoi  on  the  Sabbath,  and  the 
kindly  i^erest  taken  in  tliem,  served  to  deepen  their 
attachment  to  the  Missioii.  A  sick  sailor  who  had 
been  visited  W  Mr.  OfO^iMtter,  died  on  his  passage 
home ;  but  i^  before  giviag  evidence  to  his  ship-mate^ 
of  the  w^ty  of  the  (£«DiSe  wrought  within  hun ;  and 
Inviting  them  also  to  coma  to  Ohnst     r 

At  the  oLose  of  the  season,  Mr.  Carpenter  felt  that 
hil^aalth  required  a  change  <^  dimate  and  rest  firom 
work,  and  so  decided  to  zetum  home  for  the  winter. 
Mitt  Brodie  detenmned  td  stay  and  fiuse  the  winter 
aiona.  A  little  house  was  built  for  h<Br  j^  EsquiHoanz 
RIvtir.  and  she  moved  into  it  late  in  1' 
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ilKffiiiraiioettp<ni9ie  people.    To  have  a  schoSl'ki 
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the  nudat  of  them,  and  regular  iiervioes  upon  the  Sab- 
bath, gave  them  new  attachment  to  the  Muwion»  and 
stimulated  those  tiving  outside  to  mak^  arrangements 
to  come  into  the  settlement  the  next  winter.  Quite  a 
number  were  led  to  enquire  eamesUy  the  way  of  sal- 
vation^ and  some  who  several  years  after  united  with 
the  church/ could  trace  back  their  conversion  to  the 
hnpressions  received  at  this  time.     At  the  services 

Slain  Qospel  sermons  were  reftd,  such  as  Kyle's  and 
pui^geon's,  and  the  people  listened  with  absorbing  in- 
terest. "  They  wiU  listen/'  says  Miss  Brodie  in  one  of 
her  letters,  "  to  two  hours'  reading  without  showing 
the  least  s^  that  they  wish  me  to  stop.  Some  of  the 
men  have  saidTto  me  Uiat  they  never  heMRd  books  lik^ 
that  riead  before.  They  seem  to  feel  the  truth  touch 
their  hearts."  This  wmter .  was  happily  a  mild  one, 
though  one  cold  snap  of  34^  below  0,  duriiM^  whidi,  a 
funeral  had  to,  be  attended/ was  severely  Ml.  .  \^_> 
The  following  summer,  Mr.  Carpenter  hcvii^f^ 
the  meantime  married  Miss  F.  N.  fUce,  of  Aabum, 
Mass.,  returned  to  the  Mission  with  his  wife,  arriving 
at  Oaribou  Island  June  10th.  The  work  went  on  as 
usual;  two  sick  saHors  were  cared  for  at  the  Miinon 
House,  both  of  whom  became  interested  in  thaaalneet 
4jf  religion,  and  one  gave  dear  evidence  of  oonv«nm. 
Another  sailor  who  was  inqidrinff  ih^  ipajr,  seemed  at 
lihis  time  to  find  it.  A  mudi-ne^ed  Mtami  took  j^aoe 
amonff  the  American  fishermen  as  tb  their  pUMt&M  of 
«hauSng  bait "  on  the  Sabbath,  '(his  ^mm^mm  «p 
and  has  never  been  resumed.  -  ^  -  ^  ui    4 
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The  litUe  cabin  in  which  Misb  Brodie  had  passed 
the  previous  winter  was  ttriaigec^  and  a  aolloQi- 
hoope,  built  alter  the  logHsabin  iSyle  of  Ow  moMt 
4|wij^i^put<mtheend<^it.  In  this,  the  mliioii^ 
ariai:  ifM  the  winter  of '62  and 'a  l|r  Cini^ttter 
wiitii  duncB^iig  this  season; . *'Tlie  nJiito  m  the 
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families  this  winter  is  14 ;  dad  ihe  population  between 
eiffhty  and  ninety.  This  does  not  include  of  course,  man3r 
otner  families  out  of  the  settlement^  who  in  different 
ways  come  under  the  influence  of  the  Mission.    The 
men  spend  the  winter  in  procuring  fiiel  and  in  hunt- 
ing. A  merciful  Providence  has  especially  &vored  them 
the  past  winter  in  regard  to  game ;  for,  while  we  hear 
from  othei^  parts  of  Sie  coast,  of  want  and  starvationf 
deer,  rabbits,  and  ptarmigan  have  been  plentiful  here. ' 
The  day-school,  which  we  haVe  only  tne  past  week 
dosed,  and  the  principal  care  of  which  has  devolved 
upon  Mies  Brome,  has  been  attended  by  foHy  scholars. 
An  evening  school  has  also  been  kept  for  the  instruct 
tion  <xf  the  Toung  men  of  the  settlement.    I  hold  on 
the  Sabbath,  two  meetings^ — ^religious  service  in  the 
forenoon,  and  a  SabbathnMdiool  meeting  in  the  after- 
noon.   I«  am  glad  to  s«j  that  both  these  have  been 
veiy  fiiitUiUlv  attended  by  nearly  all  the  people,  and

thetiiiin;  aiid  the  misaioDanes  Ttrnr  fy nnislly  nholM 
ai^  atiepgtheped  by  the  oonivernoD  of^a  yooiig  Bog* 
lishman,  wild  haid  spent  aevena  yeam  on  the 
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and  WM  DOW,  for  the  first  time,  brought  under  the' 
more  special  influences  of  the  Mission.  His  attentioi^ 
to  the  subject  of  religion  was  first  awakened  by  read- 
ing ''Baxter's  Call/*  lent  him  bv  Mr.  Carpenter, and 
eventually  he  foui[id  peace  in  befieving.  Jhiii  yniy^g 
man  (Mr.  Thomas  Robinson)  afberwaixls  became  a 
missionary  in  the  same  field  where  he  himself  became 
,  a '*  new  man  in  Christ  Jesus." 

Burinff  this  winter  Mr.  Carpenter's  health  became 
very  much  impaired.  A  throat  difficulty  seized  him 
towards '(Earing  which  made  preachii^  veiy  difficolt, 
and  ^uite  impossible  at  times.  T7n&voraMe  symptoms  ' 
continued  to  inerease,  and  were  further  aggravated  by 
an  event  which,  at  the  time,  threatened^ the  entire 
destruction  of  tiie  house  at  Opuibou  Islaad,  whieh, 
however,  was  mercifully  avertMl  by  Qod's  providence. 
The  family  had  just  moved  out  from  winter  quartern. 
Hie  first  night  after  their  airivai,  flames  were  seen,  at 
dead  of  nighty  burstinff  out  near  ^e  chimney  in  Miss 
Brodie's  room.  The  tSarm  was  given  and  tlie  mission* 
aries  hMtened  to  save  theboildmg.  WHIknMi  waiting 
to  dress»  they  mshed  out  of  dters  with  b«re  ftet  to  a 
cov%  near  the  house,  whm  ib»  tiii  was  iuixmMlftik 
the  moment  hi^,  and  Ween  oMiiMd  water  to^||||| 
upon  the  flames.

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■ooietT  to  be  relieved,  on  aooount.  of  her  health,  re- 
turned home,  in  the  hope  that  a  suooeaaor  would  oome 
during  ih%  summer.  The  work  was  thus  hindered  in 
its  soope  for  a  while,  by  the  absence  of  one  missionary 
and  the  ill-health  of  another. 

In  the  month  of  ilugjust. '64,  two  new  workers 
for  the  Mission  arrived  in  an*  excursion  vessel  whidi 
had  for  several  years  past  visited  these  shores.  Miss 
Maiy^aret  Mac&rlane,  of  Oamden,  Maine,  had  for  some 
time  had  missionary  work  in  view,  and  hearing  of  the 
Ifianon  and  the  probability  t^t  Hiss  Brodie's  state  of 
health  would  prove  unequal  tp  the  demands  made  upon 
it.  had  oorreejponded  with  Mr;  Oarpenter  on  the  sub- 
jectk  and  supiifled  her  willingness  to  go  to  tue  Coast  if 
there  should  beavaoancy.  Arrangements  were  there- 
fore made  with  the  Society ,  during  the  fidl  and  winter 
of  '68/ and  after  a  visit  to  Montreal  she  prepared  to  go 
the  fi^owing  summer.  Mr.  Butler  had  in  the  ^lean- 
tlnie  been  written  to  by  Mr.  Oarpenter  to  come  and 
■mitt  him  if  poasible,  in  oanying  on  the  woric  which 
h«  Mi  fhpMly  incaMbUe  of  doing  alone.  It  was 
^ra«d,  kowi!?«r»  after  Mr  Butler^s  anival,  that  "Mr.

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miMioiuirieii  io  explore  the  coast,  and  to  laboi*  wh«f«* 
ever  they  found  an  opening,  sent  the  Rev.  B.  Wain- 
Wright  and  fiuniljr  to  occu[^y  some  poind^rmanentlY, 
and  build  a  Mission  house.  He  established  himself 
for  the  winter  at  Old  Fort  Island,  nine  miles  from  the 
lffission,but  in  the  spring  wisely  determined  to  re- 
move his  headquarters  to  a  more  westerly  point  on 
the  coast,  and  so  settled  at  St.  Auffustine  River,  some 
fifty  miles  distant.  The  new  miMionaries  at  Esqui- 
maux River  found  the  winter  life  in  Labrador  much- 
less  to  be  dreaded  than  they  had  supposed.  The  time^ 
passed  quickly,  the  school  prospered,  and  a  good  degree 
of  interest  was  manifest  in  spiritual  things  among  the 
people.  They  seemed  to  become  more  attached  t^  the 
Mission/andappreciative  of  the  efforts  put  forth,  for 
their  good.  In  spring  the  men  were  absent  a  good 
part  of  the  time  at  their  wood-cutting  cabins  up  the 
river,  but  even  here  meetings  were  sustained  among 
thetaiselves ;  prajrer  and  singmg  were  carried  on  every 
eveninff,  and  this  was  a  great  change  from  former 
scenes  in  these  cabins.  This  was  also  the  ftrst  winter 
that  a  Ghnstmas-tree  gathering  was  held,  a^souroe  of 
enjoyment  which  has  been  kept  up  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  ever  since.  In  Junelf|,Carpenterr6tuniiadk 
as  the  understanding,  when  He  left,  was  that  Mr. 
Bttler  would  remain  only  t«mpotarily.  Tbe  1i4ter, 
however,  ftiding  his  friend's  beilth  so  lii 
by  his  winter  at^hom^  consented  to  sirif  i||r  III 
tune.

It  was  found  that  the  "  doud- 
beny,"  or  "  bake-apple/'  as  the  people  call  it,  would, 
if  preserved  and  canned,  meet  with  a  ready  sale  from 
'  parties  of  excursionists  to  the  coast.  Miss  Macfarlane 
undertook  the  labor  of  preparing  Uiem  as  the  diildren 
brought  them  in,  and  enough  was  raised  to  send  $12 
to  the  American  Board,  and  the  same  to  the  Canadian 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Both  Mr.  Churp$^ter  and 
Miss  Brodie  returned  home  in  the  fall       X 

;  1865-'66. 

On  aooount  of  the  arrival  of  new  fiunilies  in  the 
settlement,  the  school-house  chapel  required  to  be  en- 
laiged.  llie  winfer  was  a  cold  one,  1but  Uie  usual 
supply  of  wood  for  the  Mission  was  kept  up  by  the 
people.  This  has  always  been  one  of  the  Uiings  which 
they  take  for  gran^  must  be  done  gratU  for  the 
Mission.  They  al^cr  cut  and  brought  out  the  frame 
for  a  new  chapel,  which  was  much  needed.  A  dwelling- 
house  was  also  needed  very  much,  as  the  one  used 
thua  fiur  by  the  missionanes  was  very  small,  very 
leaky  and  really  unhealthy  to  live  in.  It  happened, 
however,  that  Mr.  Whiteley,  who  had  just  built  a  new 
hMiiriii  the  settlement^-Hrtill  unfinished,  but  which 
laljpl  Ibe  ««#  yery  comlbrtable,  •  was  about  to  leave 
the  «iiiii  Ibr  the  United  States,  and  offered  his  house 
,  for  Mite  to  the  Sodet^jr.  The  oilbr  was  aeoepted,  and 
in  the  ML  of  '66  the  missionaries  moved  in.  Hie 
Juveliile  Ifissionary  Sodety  bad  plinned  to  raise 
mcmyr  hi  a  bell  tor  the  ne^diapel  During  the 
sniiaBir  they  were  busy  with  theur  beny-piekinfl;  and 
mmmt^AOtm  Dm  Im  hta^  fbU  in  fmsertjW 
^bsii.  Qnttft  a  laii^e  s«ii  was  raised,  and  with  h^ 
^ogier  floiMCea,  a  bell  of  about H5  Iba.  mtrnfto*- 
\  ior  about  100  doUan.  It  was  sent  dowTi  td  the 
by  Mr.  Butler,  who  made  a  flying  visit  to  the 
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SUtes  during  the  summer,  and  arrived  in  October. 
The  diildren  were  wild  with  delight  at  reoeiving  it, 
~ie  first  that  most  of  them  had  ever  seen,  ana  al- 
inoet  the  only  one  on  the  coast.  The  occasion  of 
mounting  it.  and  the  first  ringing  of  it,  will  never  be 
fofgotten  by  some  of  them,  and  was  as  much  a  source 
of  amusement  to  the  missionaries,  as  of .  wonder  and 
delight  to  the  people  All,  from  the  old  women  of 
the  settlement  down  to  the  younoest  that  could  pull 
at  all,  w;anted  a  pull  at  the  famous  Dell.

This  season  opened  with  the  building  of  the  new 
chapel,  or  rather  putting  up  the  trame.  Nothinff 
furtner  could  be  done;  as  die  Quebec  freightinff^vesBel 
was  unable  to  bring  the  boards  necessary  to  miinhirtg 


it  The  old  school  was,  therefore,  moved  up  near  the 
H^w  dweUinghouse,  and  in  this  the  varioiM  meetings 
were  held.  The  work  .went  on  with  soind- things  to 
cheer,  and  others  to  dHKiourage.  The  femlile  prayer- 
meetmgs  which  were  first  esUblished  in  1864i  were 
weU  attended,  and  mijioh  interest  was  shown.  During 
this  winter  the  number  of  converts  then^existing 
Meemed  to  render  it  advisable  to  form  them  into  a  re- 
gular church  organization.  Mr.  Butler  who  had  WSn  | 
formally  set  apart  as  missionaiy-pastor  of  the  chureh,  1 
during  liis  visit  to  Montreal,  the  year  before,  called  ^ 
them  together  for  this  purpose.  ESight  persons  were 
tezamined  and  approved  for  admission,  were  united  an 
ehuich'fellowship,  and  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
«->the  ftrst  time  ^  its  celebration  in  the  settlement. 
Since  wen  a  vbher  of  ad^^ons  have  been  made 
from  time  to  timefDut  so  man^baive  been  removed  by 
death,  or  have  left  the  coast,  that  the  present  member- 
sh^  barely  exceeds  the  origifkil  one. 

During  this  winter  there  wis  some  scarcity  o^jp^ 
visions  among  the  people,  owing  to  a  partial  fiulitre 
fisheries  of^ 
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lioDAiiet  were  oalied  upon  id  reliere  the  infRniiiff* 
which  WIS  done  by  orden  on  a  hurge  fiehioMftobliih- 
ment  At  Blanoi  Sablone,  lome  twenty  nuiM  dittuit. 
The  monotony  of  winter  life,  at  the  Miwlon,  was 
telieved  towards  spring  by  the  visit  of  Rev.  R.  T. 
Dobie,  of  the  Forteau  (Episoopal)  Mission,  who,  wtHh 
his  wifiif  spent  a  few  days  at  Itne  ICission,  leaving  his 
little  Ipri  as  a  boarding-scholar,  under  Miss  UtiSus 


The  needs  of  the  Mission,  and  the  state  41  Miss 
Macfiiriane's  health  seemed  to  reouire  the  assistance 
'Cf  another  worker,  and  accordingly  with  both  thesi 
objects  in  view,  she  left  the  coast  in  the  snmmer  iA 
18(17,  to  retnm  again  by  one  fd  the  late  fiUl  vessels. 
The  fisheries  this  year  itfere  an  entire  fiiihire  wi^ 
most  of  the  families,  and  the  discouragement  ssnonff 
them^  as  the  season  drew  to  a  dose,  was  veiy  Cn£ 
An  appeal  was  made  to  Qovemment  for  aid.  Fkmr 
#at  mt^  bat  it  arrived  so  late  in  the  season,  and  was 
landed  so  Ihr  to  the  westward  of  the  Mission  ^in  the 
vicini^  of  which  iSbm  gteajest  soareify  prevalM)  that 
it  iras  ont  of  the  peon's  rsaeh  until  neariy  Febroaxy , 
the  nsual  time  iirhen  tmvelUng  is  practicable.  The 
Mission,  therelbrey  had  to  be  their  ^ftpeiideiice  lor 
sapplieB  until  this  tune,  and  were  sllerwaids  to  a  ipreaft 
emit^.as  the  Qoviviiment  sumily  was  veiy  Hunted, 
llie  winter  set  in  eariy,  watihe  longset  and  ccddest 
•ver  spent  by  the  missionaries,  and  Uie  people  wete'^ 
eKposed  tt>  considerable  hardship  in  obtao^nff  Hmn ' 
'^omi»100  miles  distant  in  one  direetion,  and  <N>  in 
aootiter;  the  Ibod  they  needed.

t^  Hie  outlook  for  the  following  winter  was  still 
more  f^oomy  than  the  previous  one  had  been.  The 
fiUlure  was  oomi^^ke.  The  British  naval  steamer 
"  Sphinx  "  being  providentially  in  the  harbor^  toe  mia- 
aionariea  and  <mi«rs  made  an  appeal  to  him  to  send 
.word  to  the  Cknadiaii  Qovemment  aa  to  the  actual 
slate  of  affairs.  This  appeal  waa  not  in  vain:  the 
Government  sent  by  the  S.8.  "Napoleon  nl"  a 
kige  supply  for  the  people,  with  an  oiBoer  to  look 
into  the  slate  of  afflurs  and  And  out  the  needs  of  the 
peoj^e  at  different  pointa  along  the  coast  The  im> 
peiidiiy  calamity  was  thus  averted  for  this  time. 
Misi  luM&riane*spepit  this  winter  at  home  among 
her  friends,  though  still  enffafled  in  working  for  the 
Mission  m  various  ways.

MiiB  ICacfiurkiKS  returned  to  the  lliietoii  the  %J- 
lowing  lummer,  uid  Mias  Baylb  took  pMMge  for 
home.    The  work  among  the  veieele  in  Salmon  Bay 
WM  very  limited  at  this  time,  owinff  to  the  great  fill- 
ing oior  in  the  number  tailing  from  Newbniyport.  Hie 
faunre  of  the  fieheries  had  much  to  do  with  this.  Iv'- 
The  season  of  1869,  however,  was  better  than  that  of 
the  two  previous  years,  and  no  anxiety  was  felt  as  to  _„  j^ 
the  ability  of  the  peopl^o  get  through  the  winter. 
Some  of  the  families  hadfiiowever,  left  the  coast ;  but 
Ifc.  Whiteley,  who  left  a  few  years  before,  had  re- 
turned with  his  family.

Be  lelt  tW  he  could  not  ]»nuun  koger  at  this  tim^ 
and  so  niade  prepa^niiiotts  to  return  in  the  mnunar  of 
187#.    Misi  MaSftOTane  left  in  September,  feeling  also

Boon  after  Mr.  Butler's  return  home  in  1870,  he  met

He  wae  converted,  it  wiJl  be  rememberwi,  at  the 
MiMion  under  Mr.  Ckrpenter's  preaohiog  in  1864. 
Followinff  thia,  came  a  etrong  demre  to  dludy  for  the- 
imniatiyhimeel?  Having  lUted  this  to  Mr.  CarpenUr, 
the  latter  determined  when  he  left  the  coast,  to  take 
hka  with  him  and  see  what  could  be  done.  He  fowid 
ftiends  willing  to  assist,  and  he  proceeded  bk  his  pre- 
paratoiy  studies.  But  the  uigenov  of  the  oaae  induced 
him  to  give  up  for*a  tjime  his  studies,  and  to  oflbr  him- 
self m  this  emergenojr.  He  went  to  Montmal,  oon- 
fenred  with  the  sodety  there,  and  sailed  in  th«steamer 
**  Napoleoti"  in  September.  The  arrangement  for  tho 
winter  was  that  Mr.  Whiteley  ahouM  ooowy  the 
misBion-house,and  that  Mr.  Bobinson  should  boM  with 
;  ,  him.  Mr.  Bobinson  was  well  received  by  the  people 
•  and  although  there  were  slight  obstades  at  ti£es  to 
fihe  work,  it  was  going  forward  through  the  master. 
Two  new  membeiii  wiftre  added  to  the  ehurdl  thia. 
season,  and  one  of  the  former  members  died  in  peaco 
and  Christian  trust.  The  following  summerrMr. 
y  B(^inaon  was  hard  at  work  among  the  seamen.  His 
>  ^peiience  on  the  water  and  his  skill  in  manning: 
boats,  aa  well  aa  his  experience  in  fishing,  fitted  lim 
iqpecii%  for  this  work;  and  the  sailon  were  glai  to 
meet  Jam  on  their  vessels,  or  aahove  at  the  aerrioes. 
His  vear  of  work  closed  with  the  fall  of  this  jmr, 
and  he  letomed  to  his  studies  at  Amherat  The  Mia- 
■w»^«»  thus  left  without  any  laborers  for  a  wkitar» 
the  fint  time  since  18e0.  During  thia  ^winter,  how- 
ever,  the  people  conducted  servioea  among  themselves.

Mr.  Robinioii  ooneluded  to  tfwA  ^e  followiiur 
•QflUner  on  the  ooMt,  as  work  donnff  that  time  would 
not  interfera  with  ooUege  dntiee.  He  went  with  a  son 
of  one  of  the  profeMore,  who  had  in  view  the  aeoazing 
of  a  ooUeoUon  of  biida  and  animali  for  the  oabineta  of 
the  College.  In  letoming  home  in  the  fall  with  two  , 
boy*a  fwm  the  ooMt,  they  enooontered  rtary  rouA 
wealher  off  the  ooaat  of  Newfoundland  ;  aiid  theur 
veanl  went  aahoie.  It  was  with  eonsiderable  diffieolty 
thai  they  nioeeeded  in  getting  to  land.  They  loet 
nearly  everything ;  and  after  enooantering  variom 
h|ffdthips,  they^  in  with  another  veeael,  and  finally 
meoeeded  in  readiing  home. 

Doling  thia  winter,  tlife  qneiiion  came  up  of  trana- 
»..ing  the  Miaaion  to  aoine^other  society  who  might 
be  Ibond  willi|ig  to  take  it.  No  permanent  laboter 
ooiild  be  found  S>r  the  place,  and  it  waa  with  difficulty 
that  the  Miaiion  was  sustained.  Miawionariea  of  the 
Bm^oh  Chuieh  had  becoDi  laboring  on  the  coasts — 
principaUy  ih»  western  part^-^^oir  some  yean;  and  it 
waa  thoo^t  4hat  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  twimr 
ilia  llia£n  to  some  society  of  that  diuieh.  N^go- 
-tiiMkidiM  were  opened  with  the  Bishop  of  Quebec^and 
in  the  attmmer  of  79,  ]l#.  Robinson  went  down  to  the 
^o«fc*  to  make  am  estimate  of  the  Misnon  pn^Mfijr 
^hetre^pieliminacy  to  inch  a  transfer.  When  the  people 
heairdof  the  new  i^»  they  w««  quite  diffnavod  at

jn«iit  of  the  people  to  the  Miaeioii,  m  before  oondiiot- 
•d,  end  detennined  to  make  a  further  ^attempt  to  me- 
tidn  the  work.  Mr.  Butler,  who  wtm  at  thie  time 
preeohuig  for  the  •ommer  in  the  State  of  Maine,  waa 
written  u>,  and  alter  eome  ddiberatioB  condnded  to 
iindertake  the  work  in  his  old  field,  as  soon  aa  his 
present  term  of  service  should  ennre.  In  the  mean- 
fai&e  Miss  Brodie  was  written  todbout  the  maltor,  and 
she  signified  her  willingness  to  go  as  Mission  leaoher. 
The  two  sailed  in  the  fiol,  and  arrived  after  a  two  weeks' 
passage  at  Bonne  Ssperanoe.  They  were  warmly  wel- 
oomed  by  the  people,  most  of  whom  had  never  expect- 
ed to  see  their  old  friend  and  teacher  agftin.  The 
missimuries  remained  at  Bonne  Xsperanoe  until  pic- 
paraiions  could  be  made  for  moving  into  the  Esqui- 
maux River  Station. 

After  being  two  winters  without  regular  nastoi^ 
ovendffht^  there  was  need  of  spending  mui»  time 
and  lahor  upon  the  oeople,  before  much  result  could 
be  ipaniftet.  Still  they  were,  on  the  whole,  more  than 
usually  appreciative  of  the  effi>rts  of  the  Mission,  and 
the  attendance  en  services  was  mute  large. 

'During  the  winter  a  quenion  came  up  which 
Mr.  Bobiiison  hadbefore  had  under  con8ider«tion,-^vix., 
of  Mmoving  the  summer  station  firom  Oaribou  Island 
to  Bonne  Esperance.  The  reason  w;hy  G^bon  Idaad 
wat  first  chosen  was  from  its  being  a  finto  level  i^iot 
to  boild  upon,  and  its  neighb(»hood  to  the  Amerieaa 
fishhlig.ficetw  This  fleet  had  been  falling  off  for  yeias, 
aiM  tras  now  iieduced  to  two  vessels,  imd  the  ahqtes 
of  th»  harbor  Wii«  being  filled  up  with  Boman 
OlthoMc  fittniliea  fim^  The  lliadon-honse 

liinlGr  waa  imiiiha^  as  the  roof,  whidi  had 
.il#ayihaen*eQ«ifQe  of  troubleto  Uio  miinoiiafie% 
yjftpbaky  thit  not  ft  room  mthe  house  c^Oi  be 
tMijit  dty.    The  harbor  of  Boone  BspersiiMei  ehmit 
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•ihrae  mUfit  fliitoiit  in  the  prineipal  harbor  of  thi^  Murt 
of  the  ooMt»  tin  anchonge  of  the  Nova  Scotia  flahing 
fleal  often  ntunbering  rnxn  15  to  20  aail  All  the 
traden  and  iMghten  oall  there,  so  that  from  ita  oentnd 
poaitioii,  and  the  fiur  greater  facilitiea  for  labor,  thin 
aeemed  now  the  place  where  the  summer  station  sho^ 
be  eatablished.  It  seemed,  moreover,  better  to  MPipfi^ 
lionae  on  Oaribou  Island,  and  build  anew,  rathe^|bp 
Attempt  to  move  it  up  to  the  new  station.  Ull^of 
the  agents  of  a  Newfoundland  evtablishment  was 
anxious  to  buy  it»  and  the  matter  was  brought  belbre 
the  Society  the  following  fiOl. 

The  summer  of  1S74  was  a  tiying  one,  on  some 
accounts,  for  the  missionaries.  SickuMS  prevailed  to 
«  laige  extent  among  the  people.  Whooping-cough 
and  msaslas  attadied  many  of  the  children,  ilnd  seve- 
ral of  these,  as  well  as  one  of  the  adults,  died.  Hiss 
Biodia's  services  were  in  constant  requisition,  and  the 
eeason  was  a  very  wearing  one  for  her.  Before  the  i&6k^ 
nesi  oommenoed,  the  attendance  of  ihe  sailora  and 


othen  at  the  meetings  was  veiy  good;  and  t^  Sun- 
day evening  jxrayer-me^tingB  were  quite  interesting. 
The  Mission-house  was  the  only  j^aoe  that  jbould  be 
used  for  meetings,  and  the  rooms  being  thrown  into 
one,  would  even  th<mnot  aooomn^odate  tiie  numb^Ki 
who  came.  _ 

In  September,  one  of  the  most  valued  members  of 
the  diuieh  died  from  apoplexy.  His  loss  wis  ftlt 
vetymueh.  He  had  been  ah  adherent  of  the  Miasiou 
finm  thebegimiing ;  was  Mr. Oarp«ntet^8  " toaxk**  4Qt- 
in^  ^the  tot  year  or  two ;  but  only  settued  withia 
the  past  two  or  thrM  years  to  eome  roily  to  the  know- 
ledge of  dio  trui^.

The  Mission  had  Qomtiieneed  its  wdtlt 
sHikpioei  of  the  Quiada  Votekn  y^mury 
ThehimendPlKQaideiitofthe  Sooiety,  Jehu 
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Beq.,  of  Montreal,  hUd  died  Mine  yeM  befote,  and 
the  gentlemen  oompoeing  the  Committee  had  eone  of 
them  tgi^  the  eit^,  and  others  had  oetaed  aetiTe  eottp 
neotion  with  it .  For  the  past  Umjmn,  JhrnLMm' 
Kimionarjr  Society  of  ZHon  Chnreh,  UomkmiJt,  had 
really  taken  the  manaoement  of  the  work,  thoiudi  aa 
yat  it  had  not  been  formally  tranaHnrred  to  tnem. 
Tlue  winter  that  tranafor  waa  made.  The  hooae  at 
Oaribon  Island  was  sold,  and  new  material  sent  hi 
the  ■pring  for  the  new  plaoe  on  Bonne  Esperanee 
Island.  The  people  in  tne  meantime  were  catting 
the  timber  for  tilie  frame. 

^his  winter  waa  marked  by  more  special  mimifta- 
tations  of  the  preaenoe  of  the  Holy  dpiiit  than  the 
last  An  interest  was  awakened,  which  showed  itself 
aboat  the  middle  of  February.  Sereral  of  the  yoa«g 
people  were  oonTinced  of  their  need  of  Christy  and  one 
after  another  came  into  the  rest  and  peaoe  of  aCSiristian 
hh.  The  meetings  were  largely  attended;  and  the 
people,  as  a  whole,  deeply  imprtased,  and  ooold  reoog- 
niae  the  work  aa  troly  that  of  the  Spirit  of  Qod.  A 
meeting  was  started  for  young  oon^erta  and  others, 
and  wdl  jrastained  to  the  dose  of  the  season.  The 
wdrk  of  Uie  school,  both  day  and  evening.  Went  on  as 
osoal,  though  the  number  of  scliolani  was  not  so  great 
as  during  we  early  years  of  the  Mission.  The  jj«ople 
living  outside,  howeyer,  sent  in  some  of  their  children 
to*  board,  with  the  intention  of  comuff  in,  some  of 
them,  to  liye,  the  following  winter.

Tins  winter  was  marked  by  mme  mcial  minilbs^ 
tations  of  the  presenoe  of  the  H<4y  ^irit  thm  the 
last  An  interest  uNks  awakened,  whion  showed  itself 
abont'the  middle  of  Febnuur^.  S^yeral  of  theysonng  « 
people  were  conyinoed  of  their  need  dT  Christy  and  one 
alter  another  oame  into  the  rest  andpeaoe  of  adu^stpan 
life.  The  meetings  were  largely  attended^  ancl  the 
people,  as  a  whole,  deeplv  impressed^  and  could  recog- 
nise the  work  as  truly  tnat  of  the  Spirit  of  Qod.  A 
meeting  was  slaried  for  young  oonyerts  and  others, 
and  wSu^justained  to  the  dose  of  the  season.  The 
w<nk  Of  tho  sdiool,  both  day  and  eyening;  went  on  as 
usual^  though  the  number  of  scholars  was  not  so  great 
as  during  we  early  years  of  the  Mission.  The  jjeople 
living  outside^howeyer,  sent  in  iome  of  their  children 
to  board,  .with  the  intention  of  cominji  in,  some  of 
them,  to  Uye,  the  fidlowing  winter,  l&e  sesson  was 
a  cold  one^  and  not  much  was  attempted  in  the  way

Tfo  apring  of  thia  year  C77}  waa  unumiallj^  early, 
and  the  work  on  the  new  dweOing-hoiiae  at  Bonne 
Enteranoe  having  gqoitjm  to  fiur  as  &  render  it  ha,bit- 
abw,  the  miarionariee  moved  out  in  June,  and  took 
'  poa^caaion.  Mneh  yti  needed  to  be  done,  but  the  work 
oould  not  go  on  till  the  icillawiiig  fiik^  sorvieea 

of  the  carpenter  were  nei^  in  0uli  Iraya  dnritig 
the  fidiery.  The  hooaeipi  fonnd  tior  ba^  on  the  w^de, 
very  comfortable  and.  liJMyMnt,  an  agieeable  change 
ftom  their  former  naneb^ooartera.  Inmordng'ont  to 
tine  aiuniiier  atation,  Mr.  Fatler  took  a  aevere  cdd,~ 
whidi  ae^tled  npon  him  io  aa  to  diaable  Ite  from  all 
work,  eapeciaUy  from  tiiat  of  {dheadbing.

It  •haald  be  laid  th^i  the  work  doriaff  the  ■an- 
mer,  thoui^  interrupted  by  Mr.  Bntler^e  detaMM»  was 
not  stispended.  Iwrvioep  were  held  legoluly.  Mid 
sermonB  from  Moody  or  Spnrgeon  reed  by  V&m 
Waiiiner,  and  the  attendance  a  part  of  tiie  time  qnite 
hkt.  While  the  veeeela  wore  in  harbor,  the  number 
attendinpwae  gfeateif  dian  oonM  well  be  aoeommodat- 
ed  in  the  house.  A  new  chureh  ia  needed  yenr  miu^ 
at  Bonne  Seperanee.  The  peonl^  caaandwiUproba^ 
bly'this  |nnter,  getout  the  Umberfor the  iiame.  But 
the  boards  and  all  other  material  will  have  to  oome 
from  Quebec. 

The  last  news  from  the  Mimon,  up  to  the  present 
date  of  writing  (Jan.,  1876),  was  in  October  laat^  when 
Miss  Warriner  and  Kiss  Hampton  had  just  moved  m- 
to  the  winter-house  safely.  We  shall  not  be  able  to 
hear  from  them  until  the  raring.  It  is  Mr.  ^Butler^s 
intention  to  return  in  one  of  the  Newbuiyport  ishing 
vessels  in  June,  although/ he  stiU  feels  tha^ 
requires  one  of  much  strobger  constitution  thaii  he  has, 
ana  hopes  that  some  suojli  person  wfll  be  found  ready 
t6  flo  to  the  coast  soon ;  for  he  does  not  feel  that  his 
'  will  allow  lum  to  spend  much  more  of  his  life 


We  have  thus  glanced  at  the  hiiertory  of  tins  inter- 
(gating  Mission  from  its  commencement  to  the  presentb 
It  ia  remarkalkle  to  notice  how  tiie  hand  <^  Froyidenoe 
haa  been  manHlMit  in  all  the  various  atagea  of  its 
hiat(»y.  It  started  in  the  moat  unpiemeditat^ 
manner^  by  a  dombinaticm  of  aeeming^j  ati|^t  occur- 
^eea,!^  haa  ever  sinee  been  auatained  in  the  nona^ 
^^ler.    At  tbnea,  it  has  aeen^  aa  tiurag^  H  wonld
